Improvement of the facility, 
which opened three years ago 
in June, will include expansion 
of X-ray laboratories, pharm­ 
acy, and central supply facili­ 
ties plus enlargement of the 
administrative offices.

Estimates of the construc­ 
tion costs have been set at 
$750.000 according to Frank 
Kracdcl, administrator. Archi­ 
tect Hugh R. Davics of Long 
Beach designed the additions.
